[2] Claims 49, 56, and 59 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 

claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 

limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

[3] Claims 43-45 and 57-58 stand finally rejected. 

[4] The request for reconsideration in the after final amendment filed November 24, 
2003, has been considered, however, the amendment does not place the application in 
condition for allowance. The amendment has NOT been entered because the claims 
presented in the amendment filed November 24, 2003, particularly claims 43, 61 , and 
63, present new issues requiring further consideration and a new search. See MPEP § 
714.13 regarding non-entry of an after final amendment. 

[5] Applicants' arguments have been fully considered. However, in view of the non- 
entry of the amendment filed November 24, 2003, applicants' arguments are not found 
persuasive and the rejections as set forth in items 7-9 in the Office action mailed August 
22, 2003 are maintained for the reasons of record.
